They 
had been holding the Tarragona 
front in eastern Spain and were 
rushed last week to the Alcoriz 
ctor, where their losses, accord- 
ing to prisoners, were heavy 

Cunningham said almost all 
the volunteers “want to leave” 
Spain. He said they were “kept 
at the front without cease, 
always in the worst spots and 
because the Spaniards feared we 


would flee, we were closely 
watched, 

Even those whose political ideals 
have not changed, he said, “are 
disgusted at the effort esked from 
us.”

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

Catarrh can not be considered dangerous to 
life, yet it is one of the most common of all minor 
troubles. When the patient develops this dis- 
order, he usually tries to suppress the symptoms 
by the use of sprays or antiseptic washes of vari- 
ous sorts, forgetting that such local treatment 
will fail to remove the catarrhal inflammation 
because it does not reach deeply enough to re- 
move the real causes, which are systemic. 


Catarrh should be overcome, not only because 
chronic catarrhal inflammation induces an an- 
noying discharge of mucus, but also because such 
inflammation may pave the way for the develop- 
ment of sinus trouble, chronic bronchitis, en- 
larged tonsils and adenoids, and catarrhal deaf- 
ness. 

Catarrh, like constipation, is one of the com- 
mon conditions of civilization. This is because 
of the fact that civilized habits of living are 
such that they encourage the lowering of health. 
In fact, catarrh may be rightly considered the 
first step away from health—one of the first signs 
that a departure from normal health is taking 
place. 

Chief among the habits of living which fayor 
catarrh is wrong diet. In almost every case, 
the patient has been using starches and sugars 
in excess, at the same time that he takes too few 
of the vital vegetables. The fundamental cause 
of chronic catarrh is an excess accumulation 
within the body of too large a quantity of 
material formed from the carbohydrates. The 
excess accumulation of the products resulting 
from imperfect carbohydrate metabolism must 
be eliminated in some way, and the body often 
uses the muscous membrane as a channel for 
this purpose. 

The muscous membrane, in turn, becomes 
congested and engorged, and finally the condi- 
tion of chronic inflammation is produced. 

The patient will generally be found to be 
troubled with gastric hyperacidity and with 
constipation and in addition has used too large 


acid-forming, and consequently lower the alkal- 
inity of the blood. The acid formed from the 
wastes coming from carbohydrate foods is 
partly discharged through the mucous mem- 
branes and irritates them enough so that they 
secrete an abnormally large amount of mucus 
for the purpose of washing away these irritating 
materials. 

Recovery depends upon making the neces- 
sary dietary changes so that the patient is using 
more of the non-starchy vegetables and less of 
the starches. This results in a better balance 


mucus. In fact, tae patient who is willing to 
experiment will find the flow of mucus markedly 
increases simply by eating quantities of bread, 
doughnuts, cake, cookies, pie, macaroni, spag- 
puddings and other foods which contain 
and sugar. 
Likewise, he will find the mucus discharge 
l be much less if he avoids these foods and 
re bulk of his meals of salads, cooked 
and a moderate amount of meat. 
Starches, sugars, fats and milk are apparently 
the foods which provide the most material out 
of which the irritating products causing catarrh 
may be obtained in the case of the patient hav- 
ing this tendency toward catarrhal troubles. 
These foods might be termed “catarrh-produc- 
ing” for those individuals who do not metabolize

Six Persons Killed In Dis- 
orders Which Accom. 


pany Election 


CAIRO, April 4—Complete re- 
turns in the Egyptian parliament- 
ary elections last night gave a 
landslide victory to the govern- 
ment coalition headed by Premier 
Mohammed Mahmoud Pasha, and 
parties allied to it. 


Six persons were killéd in dis- 
orders accompanying voting in low- 
er Egypt on Saturday, raising the 
toll in the two-day election to 14. 
Eight were killed when upper 
Egypt voted Thursday. 

Of the 264 seats in the new par- 
liament the government was assur- 
ed of 99 while it has the support 
of 79 Saadists and 54 Independents. 
The Wafdists, previously the dom- 
inant party in Egypt, took on 12 
seats compared with 159 they con- 
trolled of a total of 232 in the last 
parliament. 

NEW ELECTIONS 

In the remaining 20 constituencies 
new elections will be necessary as 
no candidate emerged with a clear 
majority. 

The election was the first since 
Egypt achieved complete nation- 
hood under the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty of 1936 that ended the Brit- 
ish protectorate over the country. 

Mustapha Nahas Pasha. Jeader of 
the Wafdist (Nationalist) party, 
himself failed of election. He was 
ousted as premier by Young King 
Farouk early this year. The king 


called Mahmoud Pasha to form a) 
government and the election was | 


held in a successful attempt to ob- 
tain parliamentary backing for the 
new government. 

Growth of the Saadists—who 
call themselves the “true Wafdists” 
was the feature of the appeal to 
the people. 

BROKE WITH NAHAS 

This group 
Ahmed Maher 
Nahas Pasha to form his own 
party. In view of the large body 
of seats won by the Saadists it was 
considered certain Mehmoud Pasha 
would realign his cabinet to give 
representation to the new party. 

Defeat of Nahes Pasha was a 
stunning surprise to political ob- 
servers. He played a dominant 
part in Egypt's rise to nationhood, 
presided over the National union 
of all Egyptian parties during 
negotiations for the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian treaty of two years ago and 
represented Egypt at last year's 
Montreux conference. 

Both Nahas Pasha and his prin- 
ciple lieutenant, Makram_ Ebeid 
Pasha were offered seats in the 
senate but declined the offer. 

The sweeping government vic- 
tory was @ personal triumph for 
the boy monarch whose will, many 
believed, was a decisive influence | 
over a worshipping electorate in| 
rejecting the Wafd party. 


4 YEARS GIVEN

PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., April 
4.—Pleading guilty to setting fire 
to a rival trader's store, Charles 
Adan was sentenced to four years 
in penitentiary by Magistrate W. 
G. Elder in police court here Sat- 
urday. 

Adan, who operates a trading 
post at Camsell Portage, 30 miles 
north of Goldfields, Sask. ad- 
mitted setting fire to the store of 
Ali Omar early on the morning of 
March 21 while Omer was asleep 
in the building. 

Accused disagreed with conten- 
tion of the attorney-general’s agent 
that he was jealous of his rival's 
growing business. Adan said the 
idea came to him early that morn- 
ing and the act was not premed- 
itated. 

Loss to buildings end contents 
was about $6,000, it was testified.
